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What is an Architect? 

When you build a house, you need an architect's 
plan every bit as much as you need a doctor's ad- 
vice when you're sick. The physician takes care of 
your present health. The architect, however, safe- 
guards and assures the whole future well-being and 
happiness of you and your family. If you are an 
intelligent person you will neither put yourself into 
the hands of a quack nor start building a house with- 
out the plans of a registered architect. Do one or the 
other and you'll regret it— after it is too late. 

A physician and an architect actually have much 
in common. Both of them start out witrj long years 
of costly studies in many different fields, followed 
by a period of strenuous practical training. Both of 
them have to pass rigid examinations before they 
are licensed to practice and may "hang out their 
shingle"; both are bound not only by legal consider- 
ations but also by the strict and proud standards of 
their particular professions. And both must keep the 
ideal of human happiness eternally in their minds. 

After a man receives his diploma as an R.A. 
("Registered Architect"), you may be sure he has 
the knowledge his profession requires, and that he 
feels distinct responsibility towards you. 

It goes without saying that today's architect is 
particularly concerned with our changing living 
habits, with the easing of arduous household tasks 
by modern kitchen planning, by labor-saving devices, 
new color schemes, simplified homekeeping, space- 
saving furniture, and by all those little new things 
which increase the pleasure of modern family living. 

From the technical standpoint the architect is ex- 
perienced not only in complicated structural mathe- 
matics but also in the various building codes. He has 
studied architectural proportions throughout the ages 
and schooled his eye in classical beauty. He must be 
an expert on insulation, climate control, plumbing, 
lighting and heating. His knowledge encompasses an 
ever-increasing variety of natural and man-made ma- 
terials and their usages together with the latest con- 
struction techniques, of community planning as well 
as of landscaping, of labor practices as well as of 
modern living requirements. But more than anything 
else your architect must know what every step costs: 
what to save in a plan and what, if need be, can be 
sacrificed to save costs but keeping intact the beauty, 
the livability, the comfort, the structural soundness' 
and all the other necessary and interrelated qualities 
of a house. 

/All of the registered architect's enormous expe- 
rience is focussed and incorporated in the few sheets 
of blueprints which are the passport to your new 
home. Considering what he puts into them and what 
you'll get out of them, their small cost is one of the 
wonders of our age.

A Roof Over Your Head 



Houses grow from the inside out. In choosing the 
house that will give you the most in living, you 
should look at the plan first — look at many plans — 
and then consider your exterior. For many years 
to come, the plan of the house in which you live — 
the size of the rooms, the arrangement of living 
area, storage space, planning for windows — all these 
will be factors that insure your happiness with your 
home. It's a kind of insurance that is as important 
as fire and theft. 

Each home pictured in Best Home Plans was de- 
signed for a family, or for many families, with maxi- 
mum use made of the square foot area available. 
These architect-designed houses give you much more 
in luxury per square foot, at a lower cost, than 
ordinary, mass-produced stock plans. For instance, 
1,000 square feet of living area is about the mini- 
mum for a three-bedroom ranch home. With an 
architect-designed plan, you can have a second bath- 
room, or a huge living-dining area, or a super 
kitchen or extra-spacious closets for homemaking 
ease, as well as the three bedrooms that you need, 
and all within your price range. 

Good Design Pays 

It's cheaper to build a house that is architect- 
designed, too. You have the advantages of built-in 
economies that may not at once be apparent. You 
may have, for example, kitchen and bathroom plumb- 
ing back-to-back, which in itself may be enough of 
a saving to provide for a much-desired washing 
machine. Standard windows cleverly combined can 
provide large glass areas, as handsome as any luxury 
picture windows, without breaking your pocketbook. 
The use of standard lumber lengths, as planned in 
these houses, is easy on your budget, too. 

An architect's bonus of economy and liveability is 
part of every plan in this book, from the smallest 
honeymoon cottage to the mansion-sized luxury 
house. Because architect-designed homes are so 
much more practical than run-of-the-mill plans, they 
are time and money savers in every building bracket. 

Building Costs 

Many readers have asked us about building costs. 
Such costs vary greatly from one section of the 
country to another; only your on-the-spot expert: 
builder, contractor, materials dealer, etc. can give 
you exact information of this kind. Costs at present 
can be said to range between $10-$ 15 per square 
foQt, excluding land, and depending on the quality 
of materials and labor used, and on prices in your 



own area. If you do all or part of your own build- 
ing (as so many families do today, with experts 
called in only where needed) these figures may be 
reduced somewhat. Many readers ask if they can 
see a house already built in their neighborhood and 
while this could be of help in finding out about 
costs, etc., every man's home is his castle, and with- 
out specific permission of the owner we cannot give 
out such information. 

You and Your Site 

The site you have selected plays an important 
part in choosing your plan, but there is no need to 
give up the house of your dreams simply because a 
wonderful plan would fit better on your lot if it were 
reversed, that is, with the living room to the left 
instead of the right, etc. All of our plans can be 
furnished in such reversed form if you so specify. 
We then supply one set of regular blueprints for 
the lettering and figures and all other sets with 
sides mechanically reversed as in a mirror. Your 
builder or contractor will find these entirely practi- 
cal and the resulting economy is passed on to you, 
with no extra charge for this service. 

Blueprint Changes 

Sometimes blueprints may be adapted easily to 
suit your own individual requirements; add or sub- 
tract a fireplace, utility room instead of basement or 



vice versa, brick or stone instead of siding for the 
exterior, add or remove a garage. Most experts 
agree that these and other such changes are most 
easily made locally where the individual problem 
can be studied, discussed and solved just as you 
want it. Using the Blueprints and Outline Specifica- 
tions you receive as .a starting point, your contractor 
can make changes in dimensions easily and more 
cheaply than if your plan had to be drawn from 
scratch. But before you consider major alterations, 
why not look through our other plan books (see 
the inside back cover). You are sure to find exactly 
what you want among our many plans. 

With each set of blueprints, we furnish the out- 
line specifications mentioned above. These are the 
F.H.A. form 2005, filled out by the architects con- 
taining specifications for quality standards for many 
important materials. These sheets should be used as 
the basis for a contract with your builder or con- 
tractor. They also enable you to get financing for 
your house at the lowest possible rate. Using the 
blueprints and outline specifications, your contractor 
or material dealer will be able to draw complete 
material lists for a precise determination of costs. 
Material lists drawn up in this way are in your 
best interests, since they enable you to take advan- 
tage of those materials which are most economical 
in your area, and eliminate from the start any mate- 
rials which are hard to find and expensive.

It's a two-story plan if you need three or four bed- 
rooms and want to finish the upstairs at once — a 
bonus of three more closets and a second bathroom 
in 440 additional square feet. The front bedroom 
downstairs could then become a convenient dining 
room.
